and at least some knowledge of 
what was expected of him once 
hr was elected to the office.

Thus there will be contests for 
Democratic nominations for all 
offices in Morgan this primary, 
but there will be no contest for 
Republican nominations.

Judge John A. Keck of Sandy

cratic and Republican primaries. 
(Candidates for judge may file 
on both tickets.) Keck and Wells 
are the only candidates for this 
post. 

Three. candidates, all from 
Breathitt county, filed for the 
Democratic nomination for State 
Senator in this district. They are 
J. Everett Bach, incumbent of 
Jackson; Rev. F. M. Deaton of 
Elketawa, and Charles Davis of 
Jackson. No Republican filed for 
this office. 

Three candidates, all of them 
from Wolfe county, filed for the 
Democratic nomination for State 
Representative in the Morgan- 
Wolfe district. They are W. B. 
Bush of Zachariah; Edward E. 
Bach of Campton and Hobart 
Lykins of Daysboro. 

One Statewide Rare 

There is also one statewide 
race, that of Miss Doris Owens 
and June Lee Suter for the Dem¬ 
ocratic nomination for Clerk of 
the Court of Appeals to fill out 
the unexpired term of the late 
Charles K. O'Connell.

family relationships. 

Visits to homes of pupils are 
made for the purposes of becom- _. 
ing better acquainted with home . 
situations and the needs of pupils 
and of helping pupils make use 
of class instruction in their home. _ 
Through supervised home ex- r 
perinces, pupils see the relation- . 
ships of class instruction to real f 
homemaking activities. Home ex- , 
periences supplement class in- _ 
struction and provide another 
means of reaching the goals of 
the homemaking education prog¬ 
ram. 

Vocational home economics pro¬ 
vides instruction for adults thr¬ 
ough individual help and organiz¬ 
ed group instruction for young 
and adult homemakers.

The chapter's flower is a red 
rose symbolic of vibrant, glowing 
health which contributes to hap¬ 
piness and efficiency in home and 
group life. 

The motto expresses the pur¬ 
pose of the organization—learn¬ 
ing to live better today in order 
that our lives and those of our 
families may be better tomorrow 
Three degrees of achievcmenl 
are given. They are: Junior, Chap¬ 
ter and State Homemaker Deg¬ 
rees. They are given after they 
have achieved certain goals.
